Regulation 43 for Election of Ordinary Fellows at 
page 11 of the Calendar, Volume I, 1968, shall read as 
under : — 

43. Of the six Fellows to be elected by the Faculties, 
one shall be elected by each of the Faculties of Arts, 
Languages, Science, Medical Sciences and Law, and one 
shall be elected by the remaining Faculties combined. 
The Fellows to be elected by the Faculties of Arts, 
Languages and Science shall be persons working as 
teachers in the University teaching departments or insti- 
tutions affiliated to the University. 

Only such persons shall be eligible to seek election by 
the Faculties as are residing within the State of the 
Punjab or Haryana or Himachal Pradesh or Union Terri- 
tory of Chandigarh or Delhi; 

Regulation 16 for Faculties at page 46 of the Calen- 
dar, Volume I, 1968, shall read as under : — 

164. The recommendations of the Boards of Studies 
in regard to courses of reading to be followed by candi- 
dates for the examinations of the University other than 
the matriculation and higher secondary examinations 
shall be placed before the faculty concerned for con- 
sideration and for making appropriate recommendations 
to the Academic Council and/or the Syndicate, as the 
case may be. 

16.2, The recommendations of the Boards of Studies 
on the following matters will also be placed before the 
Faculty concerned for consideration and making appro- 
priate recommendations to the Academic Council and/ 
or the Syndicate, as the case may be : — 

(a) minimum qualification required for admission 
to various examinations; 

(b) Other conditions to be fulfilled by candidates 
for admission to degrees, diplomas, titles, 
licences and marks of honour. 

16.3, The Syndicate and/or Academic Council may 
refer to a Faculty or Faculties any other question, 

The recommendations of the Faculties of Languages, 
Arts, Science & Mathematics, Commerce, Education and 
Dedgn & Fine Arts on the Courses of Reading, the 
Syllabuses and the Outlines in each paper for the exami- 
nations in those Faculties shall be reported to the 
Academic Council, but the Council shall not alter them 
without referring them back to the Faculty for recon- 
sideration. The proceedings of the Faculties and the 
Academic Council shall be subject to the sanction of 
the Syndicate. 

Similar recommendations of other Faculties shall be 
reported to the Syndicate, which shall have power to 
sanction them but not to alter them without referring 
them back to the Faculty concerned. 

If a proposal submitted by a Faculty is not approved 
by the Syndicate the resolution of the Syndicate with 
that of the Faculty shall be submitted to the Senate, 

The Course of Reading for the University examina- 
tions presented by the Syndicate, upon the recommend- 
ations of the Faculties, shall be subject to the approval 
of the Senate. 

The recommendations of the School Board relating to 
the Courses of Reading, Syllabus and Outlines in each 
paper for the M & S.L.C. and Higher Secondary 
Examinations shall be circulated without delay to the 


members of the Languages, Arts, Science & Mathematics 
and Education Faculties and shall be reported to the 
Syndicate thirty days after the receipt of the proceed- 
ings of the Board, together with any objections made 
by the Faculties in a special meeting convened for this 
purpose at the request of five members of the Facul- 
ties. 

If no objection has been received from any Faculty, 
the Syndicate shall have power to sanction the propo- 
sals of the Board, but shall not alter them without refer- 
ring them back to the Board for consideration. 

If an objection has been received from a Faculty, the 
School Board shall have an opportunity to meet the ob- 
jection, after which the Syndicate shall have power to 
decide the matter. 

Regulations 5(A), 6(A), 7(A), 16, 17-A, 18 and 
19 for B.A./B.Sc. (T.D C.) examination at pages 66-68, 
68-70, 70-71, 75-77 and 78, respectively, of the

REGULATIONS FOR 2- YEAR M,Sc. COURSE 

1. In addition to the M.Sc, Honours Schools Courses, 
there shall be a 2-year M.Sc, course in subjects approved 
by the Academic Council. The examination for this 
degree shall consist of two Parts— Part I at the end of 
the course of first year and Part II at the end of the 
course of second year. The examination in each Part 
shall be held in the month of April or on such other 
date as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

2. Arrangements of instruction for the 2-Year M.Sc. 
courses may be allowed by Academic Council in the 
University Departments and by Senate in the affiliated 
colleges. Tn the latter case, sanction of Government 
will be necessary. 

3. The examination in Part I shall be open to any 
student of the University teaching department or a 
College affiliated for this course in the subject offered 
by him. provided he produces the following certificates 
signed by the Head of the Deparlment/Principal of the 
College : — 

(i) of having been on the rolls of the Univcrsitv 
Teaching Department/ Affiliated College for 
the academic year preceding the examination: 

(ii) of having passed one of the following exami- 
nations from this University (or any other 
examination recognised by the Academic 
Council as equivalent thereto) : — 

(a) B.Sc. (Hons.) degree (in the subject se- 
lected for M.Sc. course) of any Uni- 
versity recognised by Academic Council;

(b) Second class B.Sc. degree of either of the 
Panjab University or of any other Uni-

(iii) of having attended not less than (a) 75% of 
the full course of lectures delivered to his 
class in each of the prescribed papers (the 
course to be counted up to one month before 
the date of the examination), and (b) 75% 
of the periods assigned to each practical pres- 
cribed in the syllabus. The Head of the De- 
partment/Principal of the College is empower- 
ed to condone shortage in attendance of lec- 
tures and practicals to the extent of 10 lec- 
tures in each paper and 10 practicals during 
the whole year* 

4. The examination in Part II shall be open to any 
student of the University Teaching Department/ Affi- 
liated College in the subject offered by him provided 
he produces the following certificates signed by the 
Head of the Department /Principal of the College : — 

(i) Of having remained on the rolls of the Uni- 
versity Teaching Department/ Affiliated College 
for the academic year preceding the examina- 
tion; 

(ii) of having passed at least one academic year 
previously, the M.Sc. Part I examination from 
this University; 

(iii) of having attended not less than (a) 75% of 
the full course of lectures delivered to his 
class in each of the prescribed papers (the 
course to be counted up to one month before 
the date of the examination) and (b) 75% 
of the periods assigned to each practical pres- 
cribed in the syllabus and in the case of a 
candidate offering thesis or dissertation, of 
having completed the work as directed by the 
Head of the Department. The Head of the 
Department /Principal of Affiliated College is 
empowered to condone shortage in attendance 
of lectures and practicals t G the extent of 10 
lectures in each paper and 10 practicals during 
the whole year.

6. The medium of examination shall be English. 

7. Every candidate shall be examined in theory papers, 
practicals and dissertation, as prescribed in the 
Syllabus, 

In addition to the written papers, practicals and dis- 
sertation, there shall be internal assessment of 100 marks 
in each Part T of the examination. Head of the De- 
nartmcnt/Principal of the College shall send to the 
University internal assessment awards of each candi- 
date 15 days before the commencement of the examina- 
tion in accordance with the rules laid down by Syndi- 
cate, 


8. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
the examination shall be — 

(a) 33 per cent in each written paper; 

(b) 33 per cent in each practical; 

(c) 33 per cent in dissertation; 

(d) 33 per cent in internal assessment; and 

(e) 40 per cent in the aggregate of (a), (b), (c) 
and (d) above. 

Provided that a candidate who fails in one or more 
papers and/or in the aggregate shall be given grace 
marks up to 1 per cent of the total aggregate marks 
of Part I or Part II examination (as the case may be) 
in order to be declared to have passed the examination, 

Provided further that up to one per cent of the aggre- 
gate marks of Parts I and II examinations taken to- 
gether shall be added to the total marks obtained by a 
candidate in both Part I and Part II examinations, in 
order to award a higher “Class” to a candidate, provided 
if the grace marks have not already been given to him/ 
her for passing the examination. 

9. A candidate who has obtained a minimum of 
second class marks in the aggregate of both Part I and 
Part II examinations taken together shall be deemed to 
have passed the examinaton even if he has failed in one 
or more papers of Part II examination. 

10. A candidate who has failed in the examination 
but has obtained pass marks in dissertation, shall not, if 
he so desires, be required to submit the dissertation 
again, and in that case, the marks obtained by him 
shall be carried forward for the next examination. If 
he fails in the next examination, the candidate may 
revise the dissertation and resubmit it for fresh evalua- 
tion. 

11. A candidate who, having completed the prescribed 
course of instruction for the examination, has not ap- 
peared either in Part I or Part II examination or having 
appeared in the Examination has failed, will be allowed 
three consecutive chances only, from the date of com- 
pletion of the course, to appear either in Part I or Part 
II examination, after which he shall not be allowed to 
continue his studies for the M.Sc. Course. 

12. Four weeks after the termination of the examina- 
tion or as soon as possible, the Registrar shall publish 
a list of successful candidates. Each successful candi- 
date of Part T examination shall receive a certificate. 

The successful candidates shall be classified into 
three “Classes” as under : — 

(a) First Class. — Those who obtain 60 per cent or 
more of the aggregate number of marks in 
Part I and Part II examinations, taken together. 

(b) Second Class . — Those who obtain 50 per cent 
or more but less than sixty per cent, of the 
aggregate number of marks in Part T, and 
Part II examinations taken together, 

(c) Third Class . — Those who obtain less than 
fifty per cent of the aggregate number of 
marks in Part T and Part II examinations, 
taken together,
